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In view of CASTRO's recent announcement regarding his 
willingness to allow Cubans to leave Cuba, it may be possible 
to implement a counter intelligence program at this time which 
would be of benefit to the United States Government in general 
and the Bureau in particular. 

It is noted that among the large Cuban element in the 
United States there are many who belong to anti-American groups, 
are adamantly opposed to the United States Government, and 
participate in pickets and demonstrations opposed to United 
States Government and United Nations action. If a provision 
were introduced into the negotiations between the United States 
Government and the CASTRO government regarding CASTRO'S pro- 
position, which would afford Cubans in the United States the 
opportunity to receive free passage to Cuba aboard the United 
States ship which would pick up the individuals leaving Cuba, 
a program could be formulated in which the Bureau, through the 
use of informants, news media and other sources, could encourage 
the>$inti-United States^ubans toreturn to Cuba. 

Of course, it is realized that this program would 
have to rely on a provision of this nature being suggested to 
the State Department, approval of the United States Government 
to ship these individuals to Cuba, approval of the CASTRO 
government to accept the Cubans, and this approval being made 
public. However, if even some of these Cubans were to return . 
to Cuba, some of the benefits which would accrue to the United

Negotiations 
with Castro concerning blanket acceptance of these anti-United States 
Cubans would end up with Castro dictating the terms and any propaganda 
gained would be his. The net effect would probably be that some homesick 
Cubans would get a free ride back to their native country.

I feel that it is my duty to 
inform the Tampa readers that although Cris's articles indicate 
sle ±1 definitely sympathetic toward Cuba, Cris Amor is more 
than just a Communist sympathizer. I have known Cris Amor 
for many years and I am'acquainted with her activities because 
I, too, was once confused by Communist ideologies and ™s 
associated with Cris in these activities. And I believe that 
those who read her comments in this column should know that 
lev comments are Communist inspired.
